Griffin said the committee

Hormones Help in Relief 
Of Menopausal Symptoms 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I am 49.1 recently had a 


complete hysterectomy. 
My 


doctor says I will have a surg- 
ical m e n o p a u s e . What are 
some of the 
symptoms I 


should expect? Should I take 
hormone pills daily or only 
occasionally? 
And for how 


long? 


A—Cessation of menstrua- 


tion is the only true symptom 
of the menopause. Hot flushes, 
with or without profuse sweat- 
ing, often have their onset 
with the menopause but may 
persist for many years after 
the menstrual periods have 
ceased. Other symptoms com- 
plained 
of by 
menopausal 


women, such as headache, diz- 
ziness, fatigue and irritability, 
are due to aging or other 
causes. 


Female hormones 
relieve 


to say that they are in the 
menopause. The cessation of 
testicular function occurs so 
much later and so much more 
gradually in men than cessa- 
tion of ovarian function in 
women that it cannot be truly 
called a m e n o p a u s e . The 
symptoms referred to are 
those associated with aging. 


Q—Having had a Caesarian 


section with my first child,' 
how long must I wait before 
starting to have another child? 
Is it true that once a Casear- 
ean always a Caesarean? 


A—There is no required 


waiting period. Whether the 
next child following a Caesar- 
ean must also be delivered in 
this way would depend on 
the reasons for the first opera- 
tion. Most doctors still pre- 
fer to do a Caesarean in a 
menopausal symptoms. Some wpman who has previously 
doctors recomm'emi a daily "'delivered'in thlsrwa\rbecause 
dose, adjust it to the patient's 
individual need and continue 


indefinitely.

give it 
taper off as the patient 
proaches 65 or 70.

Terrorist 
Kills Gl 
in Saigon

SAIGON (AP) - A terrorist 


shot and seriously wounded a 
U.S. soldier in downtown Saigon 
today amid reports that Viet 
Cong suicide commandos are 
expected to raid the South Viet* 
namese capital at any time. 


Extra guards were posted at 


the U.S. Embassy and other key 
installations, and police were 
put on 100 per cent alert. The 
raids, If they come, likely would 
open the third Viet Cong offeor 
sive of the year against Saigon, 
an attack that has been expect- 
ed for weeks. 


The terrorist's victim was 


shot three timer less ' than a 
mile from the presidential pal- 
ace and taken to an Army hospi- 
tal. His assailant escaped. 


The 
assassination attempt 


was the first against an Ameri- 
can reported In Saigon since the 
Viet Cong's second offensive 
against the capital In May.
